1. Call meeting to order — Chairperson, WAMPO.
The meeting was called to order by Mr. Marnell, Chairperson of the Wichita Area Metropolitan

2. Approval of Minutes of November 17, 2005 meeting.

Mr. Low provided background information on the purpose and importance of the annual self-
certification statement made by the WAMPO Policy Body. In addition, he acknowledged the
WAMPO Staff efforts in addressing the CMS Policy, Long Range Transportation Plan,
Transportation Improvement Program, WAMPO Bylaws, and other MPO related issues.

ACTION: No action required on this item.

5. Other items.
Ms. Harvieux informed the Policy Body that because of the changes from the previous
transportation bill to the new bill (TEA-21 to SAFETEA-LU), WAMPO Staff would be presenting
many items in the future that would require the Policy Body’s approval. She provided examples
such as the Congestion Management Systems would need to be changed to the Congestion
Management Process and amendments to the Transportation Improvement Program to ensure
that projects are eligible for federal funding.

SUBJECT: Amendment to the Technical Advisory Committee (TAC) Bylaws

The Technical Advisory Committee (TAC) was created to provide technical support and make
recommendations to the Wichita Area Metropolitan Planning Organization (WAMPO) Policy
Body. The Policy Body expanded to include new members in 2005 as a result of the expansion
in the WAMPO planning boundary.

The WAMPO Staff began researching other MPO’s TAC structure to reflect the recent change in
the Policy Body structure. In consultation with the Kansas Department of Transportation and
the Federal Highway Administration, WAMPO Staff updated the TAC Bylaws to assure that it
would continue to meet the needs of the MPO. After a comparative analysis with other MPO'’s,
WAMPO Staff has reviewed and revised the current TAC Bylaws. The changes to the Bylaws
will provide an opportunity for new partners and members, in voting or Ex-Officio positions,
an opportunity to participate in the transportation planning process.

The current TAC Bylaws were approved March 30, 1981. A revision to the current TAC Bylaws
(Attachment 1) is proposed to allow representation to communities that became part of the
Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) due to changes in the WAMPO planning boundary.

RECOMMENDED ACTION:
1. Adopt the 2005 Amendment to the Technical Advisory Committee (TAC) Bylaws.

Technical Advisory Committee Bylaws

SECTION 1.0 NAME
The name of the Committee will be the Technical Advisory Committee (TAC).

SECTION 2.0 ORGANIZATION
2.1 Authority
The Wichita Area Metropolitan Organization (WAMPO) Policy Body is the
authorizing body for the TAC.

2.2 Purpose

The purpose of the TAC is to provide technical support to the WAMPO Policy

Body. Activities include but not limited to:

2.2.1 Provide technical support to the WAMPO Policy Body, and other
agencies, on transportation related studies and issues.

2.2.2 Advise the WAMPO Policy Body on technical and policy matters with
accompanying recommendations and support information.

2.2.3 Provide technical support in the preparation of the Long Range
Transportation Plan (LRTP) and recommend its adoption to the WAMPO
Policy Body.

2.2.4 Review the Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) including
reviewing projects and recommend adoption to the WAMPO Policy
Body.

2.2.5 Assist the WAMPO Policy Body and Staff in preparation of the Unified
Planning Work Program (UPWP), and recommend its adoption by the
WAMPO Policy Body.

2.2.6 Coordinate in the development of regional transportation planning
activities. Review and provide technical critique on the products and
processes associated with regional transportation planning for the
WAMPO area.

SECTION 3.0 MEMBERS
3.1 Committee Composition:
The membership of the TAC will consist of thirteen (13) voting members and
three (3) Ex-Officio non-voting members.

One (1) WAMPO Policy Body Member (Nominated by Policy Body)
One (1) City of Wichita MAPD Director

3.2 Alternate Members
Alternates will be allowed to replace the designated member maintaining all
rights and voting privileges as the designated member.
3.2.1 Alternates will advise the Chairperson for the record, at the beginning of
each meeting, that they will be replacing the designated member.

3.3 Member Selection and Termination

Members will be approved by the WAMPO Policy Body. Staff will provide

recommendations on membership.

3.3.1 The represented agencies shall select the member to represent that agency
according to their represented agency’s own practices and the proposed
listing outlined in the Bylaws.

3.3.2 A person’s membership on the TAC shall be terminated upon the
member leaving his or her position named for membership on the TAC,
or by the group represented by the person choosing a replacement
representative.

SECTION 4.0 OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES
4.1 Chairpersons and Vice-Chairperson
4.1.1 The TAC should elect the Chairperson and Vice-Chairperson from among
its voting members at a regular meeting.
4.1.2  Elections shall take place each odd numbered year.
4.1.3 The term of the office shall be 2 years, or until such time the new officers
are elected.

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4.1.4 Inthe event of a vacancy in the office of Chairperson and Vice-
Chairperson, a member shall be elected to serve the remainder of the term
of office. Notice of such election shall be placed on the Agenda.

4.2 Duties of the Chairperson
The Chairperson shall preside at TAC meetings assuring a comprehensive,
cooperative, and continuing planning process.

4.3 Duties of the Vice-Chairperson
It is the duty of the Vice-Chairperson to conduct meetings in the absence of
Chairperson.

44 Secretary
The Secretary is responsible for the preparation of agendas, the handling of
administrative matters and the maintenance of records, minutes, and the official
roster of members. The Director of the WAMPO will act as Secretary to the TAC.

SECTION 5.0 QUORUM
In order for business to be transacted, there must be a recognized quorum of voting
members. A quorum shall consist of a majority of the TAC voting members
appointed at any given time.

A quorum is not lost when a member or members abstain from voting.

If a quorum is not reached within fifteen minutes of the scheduled meeting time,
those members present may, by unanimous agreement, select to continue the
meeting as an informational meeting to discuss items on the agenda that do not
require approval or action by the TAC voting membership.

SECTION 6.0 MEETINGS
6.1 Meetings

The TAC shall typically hold meetings, two weeks ahead of the WAMPO Policy

Body meeting whenever possible. The WAMPO Policy Body approves the

schedule of meeting dates each year. When the date of a meeting falls on a legal

holiday, the TAC meeting will be held the following calendar day.

6.1.2 The Secretary may cancel a regularly scheduled meeting or call an
additional meeting as deemed necessary, with the consent of the
Chairperson.

6.1.3 Changes to meeting time, place or date and any cancellations of regular
meetings shall be made at least twenty-four (24) hours prior to when such
meeting was to have taken place or as soon as practicable.

6.2 Conduct of Meetings

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6.2.1 The meetings of the TAC will be held in accordance with the Kansas
Open Meetings Act (KOMA).

6.2.2 Locations for all TAC meetings shall be accessible by persons with
disabilities.

6.3 Agendas

6.3.1 There shall be an official agenda for every regular meeting of the TAC,
which shall determine the order of business conducted at the meeting.

6.3.2 The Secretary in consultation with Chairperson shall draft a meeting
agenda.

6.3.3 Meeting agendas sent to Members shall include appropriate materials
(e.g., staff reports, draft documents, etc.).

6.3.4 Regular meeting agendas shall be distributed to Members at least five (5)
calendar days in advance of the meetings.

6.4 Record of Proceedings
6.4.1 At all meetings of the TAC, the Secretary shall record a roll of members,
minutes of proceedings, and votes.
6.5.2 The Secretary shall record the minutes of each meeting as a matter of
public record and should present such minutes to the TAC for approval.
Approved minutes of the TAC meetings shall be available for public
inspection at the office of the Secretary and posted on the web site.

6.6 Voting
Any member remaining silent on a vote shall be considered to have voted in the
affirmative, unless the Chairperson has granted permission to a member to
refrain from voting, in which event the member shall be recorded as abstaining.

6.7 Conflict of Interest
No member of the TAC shall participate in, discuss, or vote on a matter in which
he or she has a substantial interest as defined by K.S.A.75-4301 et seq.

Should any member have such a substantial interest on a matter coming before
the Body or its committees, the Chairperson shall declare an abstention for each
affected Body member for that item on the agenda.

SETION 7.0 AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS
These Bylaws may be amended by a majority vote of the WAMPO Policy Body
voting membership at any regular meeting, provided that the members have
been notified in writing of the proposed change at least five (5) calendar days in
advance and the proposed amendment has been placed on the agenda.

SUBJECT: Public Hearing to amend the 2006 Transportation Improvement Program (TIP)

Wichita Transit is requesting an amendment to the 2006 TIP in order to receive Federal Transit
Administration (FTA) funds as part of their annual program. The Kansas Department of Transportation
(KDOT) is also requesting a revision to their projects currently in the 2006 TIP (Attachment 1).

The KDOT has advised the WAMPO Staff that the region’s STP, CMAQ, and Bridge Program has a
positive balance of nearly $7.0 million at the end of FY 2006. This positive balance is currently
programmed in the TIP for FY 2007. In previous years, KDOT allowed the WAMPO to hold and carry
over unobligated funds into future years. Present financial circumstances prevent KDOT from
continuing the practice. If the WAMPO does not program and obligate the FY 2006 funds by September
30, 2006, the region will lose these federal funds.

The WAMPO Staff has coordinated with all communities and individual project sponsors to identify
ways to program these funds. Options included: changes to existing projects to include shifts in year,
increase in project costs, and a call for new projects for FY 2006. The Technical Advisory Committee
(TAC), at its January 3, 2006 meeting, was provided detailed information on the project request received.
After detailed discussion, the TAC recommended the Policy Body approve the proposed amendment
(Attachment 2) that will allow for a fiscally constrained TIP document for FY 2006 and will address the
funding issues.

A Public Comment and Review Period for the TAC recommended 2006 TIP began on January 4, 2006 and
will run until January 17, 2006. The WAMPO will hold a Public Hearing at the January 19, 2006 Policy
Body meeting prior to amending the TIP.

The proposed 2006 TIP amendment will allow:

1) Wichita Transit to include new projects into the TIP document;
2) the KDOT to revise existing project to reflect the new change;
3) shiftin year for FY 2006 and FY 2007 projects;
4) increase in the federal share of FY 2006 projects; and
5) new projects to be included in FY 2006.

RECOMMENDED ACTION:

1. Hold a Public Hearing on the 2006 TIP.
2. Approve proposed Amendment to the 2006 TIP.
